acre. The only trouble that the 
farmer is experiencing is that the 
prices for grain of all kinds are low, 
and consequently all who can 
do so are holding on to their grain 
in the hope that the prices will im- 
prove. The quality of grain that 
is being marketed this year is 
worth more than the prices that are 
offered for it, in fact men who claim 
to know grain state that this year’s 
quality is the finest they have ever 
seen anywhere. 

Mr Sam Lones, whose farm is 
about two miles south east of town, 
has the distinction of being the 
first man to bring in No. 1 wheat 
into Strathmore for the past two or 
three years, and among the others 
who have bronght No. 1 wheat is 
are Messrs Woldum, Ashley, and 
Harwood, The grain movement, 
however, is only getting fairly un- 
der way, only about 15 cars having 
been shipped from Strathmore so 
far this season. 

Managers of the three local eleva- 
tors, Alberta Pacific, Imperial and 
Robin Hood, state that the lowest 
grade of wheat yet brought in here 
has been a very good No. 3. The 
quality, according wo Mr E. E. 
Zerkle, of the latter elevator, is two

Sidewalk Taxes 


The figures given in last issue 
regarding the cost of the cement 
sidewalks, or at least the rate that 
has been struck by the Town 
Council for them, has startled 
quite a number of the ratepayers 
They argue that for the sum of 
$225 per 25-foot lot the sidewalks 
ought to be something of the na- 
ture of those of the New Jerusa- 
lem. 

The high assessment is partly 
explained by the fact that owing 
to amistake in the drafting of the 
bylaw authorizing the borrowing 
of money to construct sidewalks, 
the cost of crossings and gutters, 
and also of a proportion of the 
cost of the corners, was appor- 
tioned to the people who have 
cement sidewalks fronting on 
their lots, instead of to the gener- 
al public, who in other towns 
and citres pay that cost. The 
same applizs to the plank side- 
walks, the construction cost of 
which was 52¢ per front foot, and 
Which are being issessed at 14c 
per front foot or $1.40 per foot in 
tenyears. Theratepayers would, 
however, be very much interested 
to know how the cost of the side- 
walks is figured out, and they 
are entitled to the information. 
the Town Act of the Province 
of Alberta calls for the prepara- 
tion by the Town Auditor of a 
statement showing the reciepts, 
expenditures, assets, and liabili- 
ties of the town for the preceding 
financial year, this abstract to 
be published in a local newspaper 
before the first day of April each 
year. Though every other town 
in the Province has done this, 
Strathmore has not yet complied 
with the Act. The delay, it ap- 
pears, has been owing to the last 
auditor not having had the time 
to get the report prepared, but for 
several months past the auditing 
ot the accounts has been in the 
hands of a Calgary firm, and it is 
time that people got some infor- 
mation as to how their money 
has been spent

School Attendance 


Throughout the there 
have been considerable complaints 
in regard to children not getting a 
proper education, In cases 
this has been due to lack of teachers 
in others owing to there not being 
funds available to run some of the 
rural and in still other 
cases Owing to the neglect of parents 
to see that children get an education 
sufficient to equip them properly iu 
the struggle of existence. 

In a previous issue we dealt with 
the question in so far as it

Every child is en- 
titled to an education, and the 
Board's duty is to see that they get 
it. Even it the parents do not wish 
their children to go to school, that 
is no excuse for nullifying one o

This year all the land has been sold 
to actual settlers, with the result 
that over 1,000 people are now 
settled in the country round and 
about Calgary. Every one can 
plainly see that this means added 
prosperity, not only to the immediate 
district in which they have settled, 
but to the community at large. 


Implement Firms Press- 
ing Farmers 


The modern Shylock is not usually 
an individual. Heis more likely to 
be personified by some of the huge 
corporations who have for some 
years past exploited Westera 
Canada, selling the farmer the 
farm implements that he needs and 
sometimes those that he does no 
need, but has been persuaded to 
buy. 

Four, three, and two years ago 
the average farmer, especially he 
who had a fairly large acreage, 
hardly saw a day go by without a 
visit from the salesman of one or 
other of the large implement cor- 
porations, who used their profession- 
al selling ability with great effect, 
and who did not care very much 
whether they got a substantial cash 
deposit so long as they got the 
farmer to promise to buy, and sign 
a bunch of notes with numerous 
conditions and stipulations in small 
type. 

Especially has this been the case 
with threshing and plowing outfits, 
which many farmers throughout 
the country now find to be a_mill- 
stone around their necks, 

The salesman is not so much in 
evidence now, but in his place some 
farmers’ most frequent visitors are 
the collector and the bailiff, and 
quite a number of farmers now find 
the engines and machines that they 
purchased some years ago seized 
by the bailiffs, and sold by public 
auction at only a fraction of what 
they cost, while they are sti]l saddl- 
ed with a bunch of notes, and have 
their crop, stock, and improvements 
seized to redeem them. 

It is but fair to add that all the 
implement companies are not taking 
this method of collecting their notes, 
but there is one big American com- 
pany which seems to have, by the 
amount of judgments issued in its 
favor, put the screws on mercilessly 

Instances have been given where 
some farmers have paid as much as 
$1800 on their notes, and yet have 
had the machinery that these notes 
were in payment for taken away 
from them and their crop seized. 
Is it any wonder that these men 
throw up their hands in despair and 
abandon their farms. 

The implement act passed at last 
session of the Provincial Legislature 
making the companies liable for any 
Statements of their agents, was a 
step in the right direction, but the 
only objection taken to it by the 
farmers was that it was not retroac-
